AN APPEAL T0 PATRIOTS. 


BOULANGER’S FRIENDS WORKING FOR HIS 
SUCCESS IN TO-MORROW’S ELECTION. 


Government Plans to Secure His Defeat— 
Monument to the French Kepublic Un- 
veiled by President Carnot—The Sultan 
of Zanzibar and the Slave Trade—A ffairs 
in Mexico—Kussia’s Finances—Foreign 


News. , 


PARIS, September 21.—M. Paul Deroulede, 
M. Laguerre, M. Naquet and other members of 
the Patriotic League, which was recently sup- 
pressed by the Government, have issued a 
manifesto in which they appeal to all patriots 
to vote for Gen. Boulanger in to-morrow’s 
election for members of the Chamber of Dep- 
uties and thus deliver the country from the 
yoke of a government which is ruining France. 


Gen. Boulanger. 
Gaulois says that the Government at the 
last moment intends to issue a proclamation 
declaring that all votes cast for Gen. Bou- 


langer will be void. The Boulangists are 
working actively in the interests of their 
condidates. Committees have been appointed 
whose dutyit will be to closely watch the 
ballot boxes and prevent any attempts at 


fraud. 
MONUMENT UNVEILED. 


A monument tothe Republic, erected in the 
Place de La Nation, was unveiled by President 
Carnot to-day. M. Tirard, the Prime Minister, 
delivered an address, in which he congratu- 
lated Paris upon the inauguration of a monu- 
ment which recalls the pacific conquests of 
1789. He spoke in the highest terms of the 
Republic. The whole world, he declared, ad- 
mired the proofs afforded of its strength and 
vitality. He hoped that Republican France 
would issue triumphantly from her trials and 
that Frenchmen would abandon dissensions 
and allow the country to enjoy the peace she 
desired, and which the Republic alone se. 
cured. 


To-Morrow’s Election. 


Fpecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
PARIS, September 21.—A gigantic confidence 
trick is being played in France at the present 
moment. Each of the parties, whose exiat- 
ence is at stake on the result of to-morrow’s 
elections, are equally confident, according to 
the public declarations of its members, that 
Sunday is to be for it a day of great 
and glorious victory. Boulanger ex- 
pects « crushing majority. Prince Victor 
is already scei about coming home. The 
Royalists are furbishing up the state — 
try into Paris, and Constanz, for the Repub- 
licans, says to whosoever will listen to him, 


Republicans in the next Chamber. As a mat- 


ter of fact it seems more than probable 
that the sanguine expectations of 
each will be singulariy disappointed 


by the results of the voting. No party will 
carry off any important-victory in Paris. The 
Boulangists will get several seats, while in the 
provinces their candidates will be generally 
defeated. There seems to be little doubt that 
the General, although — © will be 
elected. He has against im a good 
man, the Socialist Joffriu, who 
will certainly be supported by 
a large number of electors and his victory, if 
a victory there be, will not bea very trium- 
phant one. The other candidate that has 
pitted himself against the General, 
namely, Thieland, tbe founder of the 
Boulangist boom, who has deserted Boulanger 
and his set in disgust at their alliance with 
the royalists, neither expects nor hopes to 
get a large number of votes. Amongst the 
other candidates it seems probable that Mer- 
meix, editor of La Coacarda, will get a large 
number of votes. He told your correspondent 
this morning in a brief interview 
that he was positive of being elected, as that 
section had given Boulanger 65 per cent of its 
votes at the January election. ‘‘I don’t hope 
for so many, he added, as this time 
I have Cochin against me, the Royalist 
candidate, who will certainly get all the 
Royalist votes that in January went to the 
General. My notion, however, is that there 
are very few Rovalist votes in the section.’’ 
Cochin, whom your correspondent saw a few 
days ago, and who is one of the most és- 
teemed citizens of Paris, whereas Mermeix 


bas a record anything but spotiess, is

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., September 21.—There 
is a great deal of friction just now between 
the Erie Railroad Co. and Wells-Fargo Ex- 
press Co., which has exclusive express privi- 


leges over the Erie system under a contract. 
The Wells- Fargo Co. claim and has for some 
time exercised the right of carrying milk and 
cream as express matter to certain cases 
where prompt delivery tothe customers is 
desirable, to the detriment of the Erie’s traf- 
fic by special milk trains. For exampie James 
Findlay, a dairyman at Saiisbur Ul, has 
been making daily shipments of milk and 
cream to the Gilsey House, New York, by the 
express line. The other day the Erie Railroad 
Officials issued peremptory orders to their sta- 
tion agents inthe dairy districts forbidding 
them to receive milk or cream for shipment 
by other than the company’s regular mo ilk 
trains. As it happens most ot the company s 
agents are also agents of the Wells Fargo Co 
The latter company insisted upon its assume 
rights in the matter and fired another set of 
orders at the unhappy station agents, direct- 
ing them to receive and forward milk by ex- 
ress as usual. In most cases the 
‘rie Co.’s orders have been obeyed and the 
shipment of the prohibited articies by the ex- 
2 lines has been discontinued. In the 
alisbury case the war between the two com- 
„ got so hot that Dairyman Findlay fora 
ime was constrained to cart his milk to Corn- 
wall and ship it by boat. He is now, under 
some temporary arrangements, shipping it by 
the express line again. It is understood, how- 
ever, that the main isstie between the two 
companies is as yet unsettied, and threatens 
a serious breach in their relations.

The Creek Indian Claim Swindle. 


By Telegranvh to the POST-DISPATCR. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 21.—The In- 
terior Department has recently reversed its 
own action in a very important. matter and in 
a way which calls tor an explanation. A 


month ago, at the suggestion of the Depart- 
ments of Interior and Justice, President Har- 
rison made Zachary Taylor, an ex-Congress- 
man from Tennessee, special counsel to 
prosecute ex-Governor Crawford of Kansas, 
now a lobbyist and claim agent in 
this city, and several others for swind- 
ling the Creek Nation of Indians out 
of about a quarter of a million of 
dollars. The prosecution was determined 
upon after a full investigation of the matter 
by Inspector Gardner, who reported in favor 
of iminediate proceedings. But since then 
some powerful new light has dawned upon 
Secretary Noble. Zach. Taylor’s commission 
has been guietiy recalled and the prosecution 
abandoned. All ofa sudden Secretary Noble 
found that the Creeks were a sovereign and 
independent nation and that, if they have 
boen swindied either by some of their own 
people or by whites, they will have to draw 
upon their own resources to punish the offend- 
ers. and that the United States Government 


cannot help them. Secreta Noble 
has had Attorney Gener Miller 
prepare a legal opinion sustain- 


ing him inthis view. The trouble arises out 
of the sale of the Creek Oklahoma lands to the 
United States Government four years ago. 
The Creeks sent three delegates here to sell 
the land. Mr. Crawford meet them and un- 

dertook to seli the land on a 10 per cent com- 
mission. The contract was filed in the In- 
terior Department with the approval of Secre- 
tary Teller and Hiram Price, who was then 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs. Four years 
passed and then came the Oklahoma bill ap- 
propriating money forthe purchase of the 
Creek lands at $1.25 an acre.’ No attorney’s 
or agent’s services were required in 
the sale and Secretary Vilas remarking 
this, refused to sign the agreement of sale 
between the United States Government and 
the Indians until the Crawford 10 per cent 
contract wascanceled. The Indian delegates 
finally agreed to cancel the contract, but that 
was done with a reservation and a private 
understanding with Crawford. The delegates 
got 10 per cent of the purchase money in 
cash. That $228,000 may not all have cone to 
Grawford, but he admits having a fee amount- 
ing to about one-fourth of it, while Secretary 
Vilas refused to allow him any fee. Not a cent 
of it went to the Creeks, and they will now 
try to hold the Government responsible for 
the money that has gone astray. ‘ 


The Mentone Incident. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 21.—The 
Governments of the United States and France

FIGHTING AT OKLAHOMA, 


The Kickapoo and Seminole Quarrel Leads 
to Bloodshed To-Day. 

By Telegraph te the Post-Dispatcu. 
OKLAHOMA Crrr, I. T., September 21.—The 
greatest excitement prevails inthe city. The 
Kickapoos, who were dissatisfied withthe re- 
sult of the recent charter election, decided to 
hold another election to-day, as they were 
very much opposed to the rule of 
the Seminoles, who were successful at the 
ot her election. The Mayor yesterday issued a 
proclamation calling on the Kickapoo leaders 
to refrain from attempting to carry out their 
plans. He spoke of their ‘‘seditious plans, 
and announced that be would do all in nis 
power to prevent the opening of polls. The 
Kickapoos refused to desist, and this morning 
the polis were opened. The military was or- 
dered out by the Mayor. The people congre- 
gated in the streéts, both factions contending 
for their sides. 
It is reported that a riot is going on this 
afternoon, and that soldiers with loaded guns 
and fixed bayonets have charged the mobs, 
and a number of prominent citizens are re- 
ported to have been wounded. More bloody 
fighting is expected. 


CHARGES AGAINST A POLICEM AN, 


Patrolman Pat Collins Put in a Bad Ligh 
by Lorenz Thein. 


Lorenz Thein, the janitor at the Carondelet 
school bullding, appeared in the office of As- 
sistant Prosecfiting Attorney Dierkes shortly 
after noonto-day. Mr. Thein was after infor- 
mation, andhe told a sensational story. He 
sald: 

„„On the léth of the month Patrolman Pat 
Collins of the First District came to me and 
told me he had some serious business on his 


hands. He said that Mrs. Barbara Reoichel, 
living in Carondelet, had made a charge to the 


effect that on February 7, 1888, my 
son Wiliam, a boy of about 
19 years, had entered her room 


and stolen a pocket-book containing $25 in 
money. I told him 1 Knew nothing of the 
affair, but would speak to my son. Idid 80 
and the boy denied emphatically that he had 
ever been concerned in any such crime. 
When Colljms came around the next day I told 
him what my son had said, but he insisted that 
Mrs. Reichel knew what she was talking 
about. Collins told me that the woman in- 
tended to prosecute my son and advised me 
to settle the matter by refunding the money. 
He so worked on my fears that I did so, Collins 
going with me to Mrs. Reichel’s house, where 
gave ber $25. Iam sure my son never stole 
that money andIidon’t know what to do 
about it. 
Mr. Dierkes heard the story andthen sent 
Thein to Chief Huebler. The latter was not in 
his office at ths time, but Sergt. Ready heard 
the man’s story and assured him thatan in- 
vestigation would be made. 

Whether young Thein is guilty of the crime 
or not, the affair is a serious one for both Col- 
Uns and Mrs. Keichel. ThelaW, as tound in 
sec. 1434, art. 5, chap. A of the Criminal Stat- 
utes, says: 

‘*Every person having a knowledge of the 
actual commission of any offense punishable 
only by imprisonment in the county jail or 
by Une. * * who shall take any money, 
property, gratuity, reward, or any promise, 
engagement, agreement, understanding, ex- 
pressed or implied, to compound or conceal 
any such offense or misdemeanor, or to ab- 
stain from any rosecution therefor 
or to withhold any evidence thereof, shall, 
upon conviction, be adjudged guilty of a mis- 
demeanor’’ and punished, as stated in sec. 
1466 of the same chapter and article, ‘‘by im- 
prisonmentin the county jal! not exceeding 
one year, or by fine not exceeding $500, or by 
both fine and imprisonment.’’ (G. 8. 804 
sec. 46. 

Thein and his father, however, claim to be 
able to prove the boy’s innocence. The case 
then becomes one of blackmail, a felony, 
ee by imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary. 

When seen young Thein stated that on the 
day meptioned he was in St. Louis paying 
some lodge dues. He remembered the date 
on account of the funeral of a priest in 
Carondelet. 

This afternoon Thein and his son returned to 
the Four Courts and repeated their story to 
Chief Huebler. They were ordered to make 
an affidavit to the statement and left the 
building for that purpose. 

The Chief said: If Thein returns with an 
affidavit in this case I will order a full investi- 
gation and the matter will go before the Board 
of Police Commissioners. If his story is a 
true one the officer is liable. I don’t see what 
Collins could have been thinking of, however, 
for he is an wld officer and ought to know bet- 
ter than that.’’ 


AFTER HEFFERNAN, 


The Man Who Is Supposed to Have Called 
for Dr. Cronin. 


CuHicaGo, September 21.—The Journal this 
afternoon will publish a special dispatch from 
Oakland, Cal., to the effect that Chicago 
officers are there for the purpose of 
arresting J. J. Heffernan, Senior Guardian of 
a Clan-na-Gael camp of the city, on the 
charge of complicity in the murder of 
Dr. Cronin. The Chicago end of the story 


as told by the Journal is to the effect that Hef- 
fernan came to Chicago from San Francisco 
with Tom Desmond in April last, 
and that while here he was very intimate 
with detective Dan Coughlin, who 2 now on 
trial for connection with the Cronin murder, 
und that he left this city shortly 
after the murder occurred. The story con- 
tinu by saying that all of Heffernan’s 
movements have been traced in 
this city, that from a very close and 
accurate description of him, fur- 
nished by an intimate acquaintance, 
Mr. Conklin, at whose house Cronin boarded, 
and Frank Scanlon, his secretary, Heffernan 
has been identified ‘as the man whe 
called for Dr. Cronin on the fatal night 
and drove him to his death. Whether or not 
a photograph of him has been secured, can- 
not be learned, but the local author- 
ities felt justified under the  circum- 
stances in securing a warrant of extradition 
for Heffernan, and on Tuesday last officers 
were sent to San Francisco to arrest him.

MUST HAVE WARNER. 

The Administration clings to WARNER as 
if it felt itself sinking and saw in him the 
only full-blown life-preserver within 
reach. It clingsto him as if the Presi- 
dent’s Democratic brother at Kansas City 
had privately and confidentially joined 
Secretary NOBLE in forming the Presi- 
den’s opinion of WARNER’s peculiar quali- 
fications for smoothing out the pension 
muddle. Therefore he will not let 
WakNER go if any practicable induce- 
ment can make him stay, and if WARNER 
consents the probability is thut the in- 
ducement will be something handsome 
indeed, yet not too high a price consider- 
ing the demands of the situation. 

This yearning for WARNER is greatly 
stimulated by the newspapers that quote 
his Milwaukee address to show that he is 
more favorable to pension grabs than 
TANNER was. That speech proves him the 
very man the Administration wants. 
WARNER had the wit to say: The service 
„pension will come. The day is not far 
“distant when an honorable discharge 
from the Union army or navy shall be 
‘fallthe evidence required to secure a 
„pension to its holder.“ This is an in- 
formal but not the less distinct condem- 
nation of BussrEy’s ruling that dishonora- 
bly discharged soldiers are as much en- 
titled to pensions asthe real heroes of the 
war. While TANNER stood with WARNER 
against Bussey on this point, he had pro- 
nounced a service pension impracticable, 
said it would bankrupt the Treasury and 
was doing his best by reratings and lav- 
ish methods to make pension appropria- 
tions a terror to an already overtaxed 
people. WARNER, however, was politician 
enough tosay that the service pension 
willcome to honorably discharged sol- 
diers, and cautious enough to steer clear 
of the question when this pension should 
or may come. 

After calling him Windy William“ 
for a while, Maj. WARNER’s political op- 
ponents soon found that ‘‘Wily Wil- 
liam’’ was an equally alliterative and 
much more truly descriptive designation 
forhim. He knows, as everybody else 
does. that when the survivors of the war 
are all helpless old men, much fewer in 
number than now, and many of them 
destitute, a service pension will be 
granted tothem suchas was granted to 
the soldiers of the Mexican and all other 
wars. ee 

Further than this that Milwaukee ad- 
dress does not commit him, and no other 
man inthe Unionis better qualified or in 
a better position than he to pull the Ad- 
ministration through its troubles with the 
G. A. R., while really holding the latter 
back with those fine words that butter no 
parsnips. 
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MISSOURI REJECTED IT. 

Both in Minnesota and Indiana the State 
courts promptly decided that statutes pro- 
hibiting the sale of dressed meats unless 
the animal had been inspected on foot 
within the State were void as conflicting 
with the exclusive authority of Congress 
to regulate commerce between the States. 
No person atall familiar with previous 
adjudications bearing on the question 
ever expected any differing judgment 
from any courts, State or Federal. 

But to secure ‘‘a clincher’? from the 
Supreme Court the dressed beef men of 
Chicago have obtained judgment in Judge 
BLODGETT’s Federal courtagainst the 
Mayor of Duluth for $7,500 for refusing to 
sell their beef as per contract and plead- 
ing the Minnesota statute as a bar 
to the execution of the contract. Judge 
BLODGETT, as well as the State judges, 
holds the statute void, and decides that it 
is no bar to the collection of the $7,500 
which either party to the contract was to 
forfeit on failing to fulfill his part under 
it. 

A confirmation of this decision by the 
Supreme Court is expected soon, and will 
doubtless put an end to all further at- 
tempts to obstruct free commerce be- 
tween the States by means of such State 
inspection or sanitary laws as are obvi- 
ously on their face intended to regulate 
interstate commerce for the protection of 
local trade interests. The Missouri Legis- 
lature deserves credit for refusing to en- 
act the bill to exclude dressed beef. 
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PRONIBITION in the cities of Maine, 
Iowa and Kansas has degenerated into a 
systematic sale of indulgences or official 
permits to violate the law with official 
connivance for stipulated monthly sums 
fixed by bargain with the officers of the 
law contrary tolaw. Could any necessity 
or usage be more repugnant to all the tra- 
ditions of Republican government or 
more subversive of its principles than a 
system which makes the officers of the 
law compounders of felony with the con- 
nivance and consent of the people, the 
law-making power? 


THE Administration appears to have 
whip-sawed itself in the Tanner case. By 
dismissing TaNNER it has grievously 
offended the looting element among the 
old soldiers, and by failing to dismiss 
Tannerism it has offended the honest, 
respectable people of the country. Ex- 
President CLEVELAND’s remark that 
**honesty is the best party expediency’’ 
applies with remarkable fdtce to this case. 
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not received a single one of the 175 cler- 
ical positions at the disposal of theRepub- 
lican Federal officeholders at Indianap- 
olis.

Chicago. The decision promises to be a very 
difficult one, as so many questions have to be 
considered, and such a great number of ad- 
vantages baianced.

THE rirsf METHODIST CHURCH DIS- 
TUBBED ABOUT ITS PASTOR. 


Part of the Congregation Would Like to 
Bee Rev. J. L. Chilton Removed and 


Part Want Him te Remain—Kirkwood 
Methodists Wild Over the Probable Loss 
of Their Pastor—Problems for Bishop 
Duncan. 


ENTENARY Methodist 
Church is not the only 
one of the several 
churches of that denom!i- 
nation in this city ‘‘on 
the anxious seat about 
a pastor for the coming 
year. The First Metho- 
dist, at the corner of 
Glasgow avenue and Day- 
ton street, is in more 
. trouble than Centenary. 
The congregation there is 
divided into two factions 
over the pastorate question. A year ago Rev. 
J. L. Chilton,who had made a fine impression 
on the Methodists of Kansas City, was 
appointed pastor of the Firet Methodist 
Church to succeed Rev. J. D. Hammond, 
D.D., who had been elected President of Cen- 
tral College, at Fayette, Mo., to succeed 
Bishop Hendrix. At Kansas City Rev. Chilton 
had succeeded Dr. John Matthews as pastor 
of Washington Avenue Methodist Church, 
and had 80 impressed his popular 
predecessor that when the vacancy occurred 
at First Church in this city Dr. Matthews was 


anxious to have him transferred and ap- 
pointed tothe place. It was done. He com- 
menced the work witb fine pr ospects, and 
soon took rank as one of the big ethodist 
preachers ot the city. But there were to be 
MORE SERIOUS EXPERIENCES 
than the first lew weeks of his pastorate indi- 
cated. First Méthodist Church has not been 
inthat harmony and peace indicated by the 
sacred writer when he said: BDehold how 
goodand how pleasant it is for brethren to 
dwell together in unity. For nearly twenty 
ears there has been a little fire 
urning, which has more than once 
been fanned intoa flame hot enough to burn 
somebody. Afew years ago Rev. Irl Hicks, 
the then pastor of the church, was taken from 
the pastorate and appointed a presiding elder 
in the swamp region of the State—a step down 


from a salary of $38,000 a year and 
a nice parsonage to a district 
work which could pay him but 


$1,000a year, and which required constant 
travel across the swamps, on sandy jighways 
and amid malaria! surroundings. Dr. Hicks 
refused the appointment, quit the chureh, and 
became a Congregational clergyman. He was 
pentose of the Olive Branch Congregational 

hurch until recently, and is now the 
well-known ‘storm prophet, * with a fine pat- 
ronage fromthe world of science. The fric- 
tion und feeling produced by this unexpected 
change was soon overcome by Dr. Hicks’ suc- 
cessor, Dr. Hill, who, during two years as 
their pastor, succeeded in restoring the First 
Church people to aprosperous and happy 
condition. But meanwhile a new church 
had been organized, and with 
the aid of R. S. Scruggs a magnificent church 
building was erected on Cook avenue not a 
yery great distance from First Chureh. 

AT THE ANNUAL CONFERENCE 

Dr. Hill was assigned to be pastor of that new 
and flourishing congregation, and then Dr. 
Hammond was brought on from Georgia to 
take his place. Before Dr. Hammond had 
finished two years of service he was sent 
to be President of the Fayette Coliege. These 
rapid and irritating changes in the pastoral 
relation had not been very conduciveto hac- 
mony and good work among the church peo- 
ple. Sowhen the young and rising preacher 
from Kansas City took hold the wise heads 
were found shaking, and there were many who 
were free to predict anything but smooth 
sailing for him. He battled along his own 
way, and atthe endof a year there is adi- 
vided congregation, and a little speck of war 
which may yet become a cloud. 

While no charge of any specific kind is laid 
against the pastor, itisthe talk among the 
leading Methodiets of the city that a change 
will be made by the conference at 
Salem. The official board, with 
one or two exceptions, have signified their de- 
sire to have him returned, butamong the ac- 
tive workers there is a subdued feeling which 
bodes no good It it is not at once suppressed. 
The Superintendent of the Sunday-school and 
many others are among the disaffected,some 
of whom have abandoned worship at the 
church, and say they will not return if @ 
change is not made. 

The prospect ofa change has brought about 
another interesting complication, It became 
known within the last forty-eight hours that 
Rev. C. L. Smith of Kirkwood would be the 
choice. of the church, if a change is made. 
This came tothe ears ‘of the Kirkwood con- 
grevation, who hold Dr. Smith in the same 
esteem that is manifested for Dr. Matthews at 
Centenary. He has been pastor at Kirkwood 
a year, und has made avery successful effort 
there.

DODGING THE RUSH, 


British Sealing Schooners Arrive at Victoria 
Well Laden. 


San FRANCISCO, September 21.—A Victoria 
(British Columbia) dispatch says: The seal- 
ing schooner Beatrice, Capt. McKell, arrived 
from Behring Sea Thursday night with 1. 200 
sealskins. The Beatrice left Behring Sea Au- 
gust 28. The Captain reports that he never 
once sighted the United States steamer Rush. 
On August 16 he lost three canoes, each con- 
taining two Indians, who were unable to find 
their way back to the ship from the fishing 
grounds on accountofthefog. The Captain 
remained in the neizhborhood five days burn- 
ing lights, but nothing was seen of them. The 
Captain thinks, however, that they were 
picked up by a schooner which passed about 
thattime. The schooner Maggie Mac arrived 
last nightfrom Behring Sea with 1,390 seal- 
skins. She was overhauled by the Rush after 
a three hours’ chase on August 27, but Lieut. 
Tuttie allowed her to proceed after examining 
her papers, and as the skins seemed to be 
several days old. Capt. Dodd says he had re- 
solved to ügbt rather than surrender bis 
vessel or bis skins. Preparations are being 
made to «ive Governor-General Stanley a 
fitting reception on his arrival, about Octuber 
Si.
